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SYSTEMATIC GIVING. 

The example set by the man- 
agement and men of the Rolling 
Mills here in the new system 
‘adopted for collecting for . Red 
Cross and other patriotic funds, 
is one that all the other plants 
in town would do well to emulate. 

According to the new system 
adopted at this plant a small per- 
centage of the earnings of every 
man employed in the plant is 
kept off his check every month. 
At the end of the month the 
amount is put into a lump sum 
and divided among the different 
patriotic organizations as decid- 
ed upon by .the contributors. 

It appears to us this is the 
most satisfactortory arrange- 
ment that could be made- for 
several reasons. First, because 
in this way everyone is giving 
his share according to his earn- 
ings and none are employed un- 
til they first sign a card agreeing 
te this system. 

Secondly, it does away with 
interference with the staff by 

-__ periodical visits from canvass- 
ers for the different patriotic 
ceecomatieke. Again, it sim- 
plifies the work of these collec- 
tors and saves the Red Cross 
ladies the trouble of making 
their regular monthly rounds in 
_all kinds of weather. . s 

If all the industries in town 
would adopt this system it 
would be necessary only to have 
collectors for thé’ HuSiness men 
professional men, clerks, school 
teachers, etc, and besides the 
different organizations would 
known just where they stood 
every month and be able to at- 
tend to the calls made upon 
them. much more satisfactorily.
